ScHooL REPORT. 


To THE CiTIzENs oF MILTON: 

This year there have been some needed changes in text 
books, made with the best wisdom at our command, and 
with careful regard to the best interests of our schools. 
Already the good results of these changes are beginning 
to appear, and we confidently expect still greater and bet- 
ter results. None of these text books can be changed 
within five years of their introduction, and hereafter, in 
any one year, changes can be made in the text books of a 
single branch only. 

There has been great improvement in our schools under 
the present law. Most of the schools outside the villages 
are longer than under the old system, and are better 
taught. All these schools are well classified. The viliage 
schools are graded. Year by year we are raising the stand- 
ard of teaching, and better teachers are secured. Although 
the utmost care cannot prevent some mistakes, yet our ut- 
most care is used in securing and examining teachers, and 
in supervising the schools. Inthe past five years great- 
er improvement has been made in our schools than we 
could have expected in fifteen or twenty years under the 
old law. 

In reporting the schools south of the Branch, we must 
say that the past school year is the best we have known 
in methods of teaching, in diligence on the part of the pu- 
pils, and in the work actually done. In all these and in 
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other respects, this school year has been most encourag- 
ing. 

Of course it is impossible to secure equal efficiency in 
all our teachers, or equal success in all our schools. Much 
more is it impossible to make any of our schools at once 
model schools. Perfection is a thing of slow growth. But 
the highest and best possible for every one of our schools, 
and the greatest improvement year by year, is the standard 
we are steadily keeping before us, and as steadily striving 
to reach.
